His Ma- 
jeftie moit Joytully and Gratiouſly receiving it in his hand, cymmanded Mr. Prynne, to return his Majeſtics moſt 
thanks to his Cirie and Citizens of Bb, for this their loyal Addreſſe ; which he took very kindly and gratefully from 
| them; ad to afſure chem, in his Majeſties behalf, that he would upon all occaſions molt readily extend his Royal Favonrs 
towards then, the rather, for that they had treely choſen Mr.Pryme for one of their Citizens in this Parliament, who 
. was {0 Good @ Friend to Him, and had done Him and his wholc Kingdome ſuch good ſervice. 
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
